A setout post 
is securely planted 
alongside of 
the 
doghouse, 
having 
c h o u t 18 inches of it above ground. 
Vnother post i- then securely planted 
ibout IOO feet distant and a stout tele­ 
graph wire stretched taut between the 
two posts an I * 'curdy fastened. 
Tile 
chitin is attached to the wire with a 
sliding rile; end the other end to the 
collar on tie- dog. 
The dog soon gets 
to understand tin* arrangement and J 
will soon have a pathway worn along 
the entire length of the wire on both 
sides in his scampers. 
To prevent fouling of the chain at 
the far post attach a support, which 
will enable the chain to slip over and 
into place readily. 
The location of the wire run can bt* 
so arranged as to permit the dog to 
guard both the front, side or back of 
the dwelling, as well as the gate, 
though much over IOO feet will make 
it difficult to make and keep the wire 
from sagcin 
under the strain of a 
good-sized

The hand­ 
writing of Capt. Marryat was so mi­ 
croscopic that when he rested from 
his labors he was obliged to mark the 
place where he left off by sticking a 
pin in the paper. 
Napoleon’s hand­ 
writing was worse than illegible. 
It 
is said that his letters from Germany 
to the Empress Josephine were at first 
taken for rough maps of the seat of 
war.

His additions in his proofs often ex- 
ceeded in volume the original copy. 
To one of his poems which contained 
only -100 lines in the original, 1,000 
lines were added In the proofs.

Clark, at 1he age of 66, still fulfill* 
the duties of postmistress and "post- 
woman," says the London Tribune. 


For 20 years she did most of the 


outside work of the office, while her 
sister was postmistress, and during 
the last 15 years she has walked 52,- 
000 miles in delivering letters. In the 
whole 3S years she has traveled about 
100,000 miles on foot. 
With a large 


postbag strapped across her shoulders 
and wearing a little cloth, 
cap 
and 


heavy boots, slie trudges regularly on 
her rounds In spite of rain or storm or 
snow. 


Mrs. Clark began 
her 
association 


with the post oilice at the age of 14 
and has thus been in the service for 
52 years. Her ordinary daily round Is 
11 miles, and her work often makes It 
necessary for lu-r to plod along lone- 
ly country ro:ids by nmht.
